During route guidance, various types of 
guidance screens can be displayed de¬ 
pending on conditions.

• If the vehicle goes off the guidance 
route, the route is searched again. 

• For some areas, the roads have not 
been completely digitized in our 
database. For this reason, the 
route guidance may select road 
that should not be traveled on. 

• When you arrive at your destina¬ 
tion, the destination name will be 
displayed on the top of the screen. 
Touching “Off” clears the display. 


• During freeway driving 

During freeway driving, the freeway exit in¬ 
formation screen will be displayed. 

This screen displays the distance to the 
next junction and exit, or POIs in the vicin¬ 
ity of the freeway exit.

When the vehicle is on the guidance 
route，the distance measured along 
the route is displayed. Travel time 
and arrival time is calculated based 
on the set vehicle speed information. 

However, when the 
vehicle is not on the guidance route, 
the distance is the linear distance be¬ 
tween the current position and the 
destination.
